THE ENGINEER BLAMED. 


A ’FRISCO SWITCH ENGINE, CROWDED WITH 
MEN, JUMPS THE TRACK. 


Three Men Killed Outright and a Number 
Seriously Wounded—Engineer McLane 
and C. O. Brewning, the East 8t. Louis 
Stockman, Die of Their Injuries To-Day—

HAYTIEN AFFAIRS. 


Minister Preston Preparing a Protest to the 
State Depertment.

New Tonk, February 4.—Minister Preston 
was busily engaged over a collection of docu- 
ments concerning Haytien affairs at the West- 
minster Hotel yesterday afternoon. Referring 
to his letter to Secretary Bayard in regard to 
the discoveries made at this port, a summary 
of which appeared in yesterday’s papers, the 
Minister said to a reporter that his purpose 
was to bring the irregularities to the notice of 
Secretary Bayard so that this Government 
might put a stop to them. 

I have no doubt, be continued, ‘ ‘that the 
Secretary willtake immediate action n 
as he is convinced that the law has been vVio- 
lated. Theevidence, too, is plain that the 
United States law has been completely over- 
ridden. It is true Hayti has no right to inter- 
fere simply because American ships have 
been allowed to bring arms and mu- 
nitions of war to her ports, for there 
is no law forbidding Americans to make 
and exportarms. Nevertheless, Hayti claims 
the right to capture such a vessel if she can as 
aprize of war. But the American Govern- 
ment violates its own law when it aliows 
ammunition to be fitted out in its ports against 
Hayti, as was done in the case ot the Mercides, 
for instance. Hayti then has the same ground 
of complaint against the United States that the 
latter had against England when the Alabama 
was fitted out in English ports.

If a man is a criminal andjthere is no 
question about his being a criminal, no 
coun will refuse to give him up. But 
where treaties exist there are techicalities to 
take advantage of for criminals who 
wish to escape, and there are technicalities 
by which the extradition of politica! offenders 
can be obtained on charges of crime commit- 
ted. Where there is no treaty,a nation can say: 
‘{ will not give upthis man. Technically he 
has been guilty of an offense against the laws, 
but that is not what he is wanted for. He 18 
wanted for a political offense.’ I have seen 
criminals brought up for extradition of whose 

ulit there was no question, and I have seen 
hem escape from the bands of the law on 
some petty technicality, and I believe we will 
be a great deal better off without such 
treaties.’’

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TROUBLE BREWING BETWEEN THE STRIK- 
ERS AND THE POLICE. 
Barricades Placed on the Fifth Avenue 

Tracks to Prevent the Running of Cars— 
The Police on the Alert—The Situation 
ia New York—Nearly All the Lines Re- 

sume Operations. 


BROOKLYN, N. T., February 1.—The aspect 
ofafiairs here has materially chunged this 
morning, aud it is extremely probable that 
serious trouble will ocour before the day 
closes. The Executive committee of the strik- 
ers has been in session twice during 
the morning, and pickets have been 
sent to the various parts of the city 
where the larger number of men are congre- 
gated, and these pickets are conveying infor- 
mation of some secret nature to the men. 
Everything is quiet—too quiet to promise any 
good, the police say. Police Inspector Me- 
Loughlin, who is in charge of the 
Central Division of the police forces 
this morning at the Atlantic avenue 
stables, is on the lookout for 
trouble, and says he will not be surprised 
to hear of a serious outbreak at any moment. 
Cars are being run on a ten minutes’ headway 
with a guard of three officers to each car, but 
only a few passengers are being carried. 

TRACKS BARRICADED. 

Later it was learned that the strikers have 
congregated in large force in Fifth avenue 
and that the tracks gre barricaded. There 
have been several encounters between the 
strikers and scabs, and the police have made 
matters merry, but at this writing it is impos- 
sible to get particulars. 


The Situation in New York. 


NEw Tonk, February 4.—The most im- 
portant feature in connection with the strike 
this morning is the starting of the Second 
avenue cars. No attempt has been made to 
run the cars since the tie-up was inaugur- 
ated, and there was considerable doubt as to 
the security of the new drivers and conductors 
on that line. A start was made at 9 o'clock, 
however, with eight policemen on each car 
and a dozen cars were soon running on 
schedule time. It is the intention of the 
company to run all its cars during the day. 
Cars are running on the Third, Fourth, 
Sixth and Seventh avenue lines, and on the

It was driven by Charles Stillwell, one 
ofthe old drivers, who has come back to 
work. There were two policemen on each 
platform and four inside. There was no 
demonstration of any kind. The company 
will run twenty cars to-day.The Ninth Avenue 
road paia off their old men this morning, and 
served notice that they will hereafter employ 
no men who belong to any labor unlon. This 
line will not run any cars until they have 
enough men to make itsafe. The Beit line 
road will start a car at 11 o’ clock.

MISSOURI SUPREME COURT. 


A Big Batch of Decisions Handed Down 
This Morning. 


By Telegravh to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
Je¥FERSON City, Mo., February 4.—The gu- 
preme Court met this morning and handed 


down thirty-two opiaions. 

In the case of the City of St. Louis, appel- 
lant, vs. The Excelsior Brewing Co., respond- 
ents, asuit ona special tax bill issued by the 
Comptrolier ina proceeding to condemn prop- 
erty for the purpose of widening Eighteenth 


street from Clark avenue north, the commis- 
sioners so appointed assessed the benefits at 
$1,093 and the tax bill is for that amount, but 
the verdict is for $300. The court holds 
that the trial court erred in in- 
structin the jury to disregard the 
report of the Commissioners; also that the re- 
port of the Commissioners settied the ques- 
tions of benefits to the property, and it was 
not open for fresh inquiry in a suit on @ 
— tax bill. The case was reyersed and 
remanded. 
State ex-rel. M. K. McGrath, relator, against 
John Walker, State Auditor, respondent, to 
compel the issuing of a writ allowing the 
ex-Secretary of State compensation at the rate 
of $5 a day for services rendered as member of 
the State Board of Equalization; the 
Court decided in Mr. McGrath’s favor. 
The State Auditor in refusing to allow the 
claim held that McGrath’s duties on the board 
were imposed by law as ex-officio member by 
virtue of bis office as Secretary of State, and 
he was not entitled to extra into compenssa- 
tion. McGrath argued nis Own case, and Judge 
Sherwood, in his opinion, holds that the 
duties are not ex-officio, and that even if they 
were, the relator is still entitied to compensa- 
tion. It isa question how far back the decis- 
ion will reach in its effect. The express 
amount sued for is small, but Mr. 
McGrath is of the opinion that he 
can recover for his entire term of office, 
extending over a period of fourteen years. 
The decision will also benefit the Auditor, 
Treasurer and Attorney-General, who are also 
members of the Board of Equalization.

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IN PARIS THIS YEAR. 


Important Questions to Be Considered by 
Representatives of Labor Organizations 
- Vie of an American Delegave— 
Miners’ and Mine Operators’ Conven. 
tien—The Race Troubles at Marion, III. 
—Labor News. 


New Ton, February 4.—The Herald to-day 
says: * 

For organized labor, whether in Europe or 
in America, this year promises to be one of 
the most memorable on record. To-day the 
American and European wage-earners stand, 
as a rule, aloof from each other both in times 
of prosperity and times of adversity. The 
chances area thousand to one that a year 
bence they will be bound together by indlssol- 
uble ties of friendship and se)f-interest. 
During the latter part of August, while 
the splendid exposition is in 
full swing, o knlied wage earners or 
their representatives will gather in Paris from 
all parts of the civilized world and will hold 
there the first International Congress of work- 
ingmen that has ever been held. Socialists, 


Anarchists, Possibilists, Nihilists, revolution- 
ists of every shade and type will sit beside 
conservative trades unionists from England 
and America, and beside the zealous 
Knight of Labor from New York will be 
found the steady Social Democrat from 
Berlin and the fhot-headed revolutionist 
from Madrid. ny reputable body of men 
‘who have distinct views to express on the 
labor question will be allowed to express 
them and no matter how visionary their views 
may be, they will receive a patient hearing 
and due credit for whatever modicum of wis 
dom there may bein their pian for the reor- 
ganization of society. 
OBJECT OF THE CONGRESS. 

The object of the Congress is two-fold. In 
the first place it proposes to establish 
and maintain on a permanent basis, an 
International Association of American and 
European workingmen, and in the second 
place it proposes to formulate and sanction a 
fixed policy which shal! be strictly adhered to 
by all regularly organized iaborers. In other 
words, as trade unions protect and otherwise 
look after the interests of their members, 80 
this congress proposes to protect and other- 
wise look after the intereste of ail the organ- 
ized workingmen in the world. Credit for this 

reat idea is said to be due to the Paris Social- 
sts or Possibilists, as they are 
also called. Believing that all 
evils of society can be eradicated by 
peaceable means, these RKevolutionists con- 
cluded that they could not better celebrate the 
centenary of the memorabhie French Revolu- 
tion than by inviting to Paris representatives 
ofthe various bodies of wage-earners in all 
parts ofthe civilized world with the object 
notonly of letting the world see the real 
strength of labor, but also of weiding into 
one coherent mass the many conflicting ele- 
ments which have hitherto proved fatal to 
any permanent and universal union of work- 
ingen. 

A MOMEKTOUS CHARGE 

The writer was yesterday assured bya Bel- 
gain Anarchist, who will very probably at 
tend the Congress as a delegate from Newark, 
N. J., thatthe change will prove most mo- 
mentous not only to the wage earners of the 
world, but also to their employers. 

As long as trade organizations are iso- 
lated, he explained, they cannot success- 
fully compete with capitalists. 4 soon, 
however, as the men in Europe and America, 
who work atthe same trade, become sworn 
allies, their employers will think twice before 
they offend such powerful organization. 
Mind you,I don’t believe the Congress will 
pass any extremely radical measures. It will 
not ask too much of employers and it will not 
give workingmen all they want. It will simply 
show the workingmen of the world how they 
ma protect themselves in case of oppression. 
Such, at least, will be the alm ot the con- 
servative delegates, and, thwarted as they 
may be in regard to matters of detail by the 
extreme radicais, I am inclined to think that 
a conservative policy will prevail. 

THE DELEGATES. 

**T expect there will be at least a thousand 
delegates at the congress. Ot these about 250 
will come trom Great Britain, 200 from Ger- 
many, 200 from France and the remainder 
from the United States and fromthe other 
countries of Europe. Mr. Powderly will rep- 
resent the Knights of Labor, and ev trades 
union of any prominence in America will 
have at least one delegate there. The delib- 
erations will last for some weeks, and you 
may rest assured that every phase of the labor 
question will be fully diecussed.’’ 

The groups of New York Anarchists were in- 
vited some time ago to attend the Congress, 
and it is probable that at least two of their 
number will accept the invitation. Like ali 
other workingmen, they regard the event as 
one of unprecedented importance and are 
confident that it will prove aturning point in 
the history of the labor question. 


The Trouble in Marien, III.

No atten- 
tion being paid to these threats, two or 
three persons, whose names are not known 
went to the home of Logan Collins, a colore 
boss in the tobacco factory, on Saturday 
night last at 9:30 o’clock and fired five shots 
into his house. Collins returned the fire, but 
fortunately no one was hurt. All the colored 
men in town are very much frightened, they 
going upon the presuniption that it an attempt 
is made to drive them from the city that not 
only the workerain the tobacco factory will 
have to go, but that a clean sweep will be 
made. ntime Messrs. Westbrook & Sons 
deciare that they will not discharge a single 
colored man, and altogether the situation is 
quite serious.

Father Walsh Wing 


Judge Valliant this morning decided the 
case of Rosa Wilson against Father Walsh and 
Patrick Donnelly, a suit to recover a note for 
oe made by the Sisters of St. Vincent’s Sem- 
inary to Mrs. McKenna. The claim of Mrs. 


Wilson was that Mrs. McKenna gave her the 
note just before she died, because of the at- 
tention she bad sBown Mrs. McKenna during 
her illness. One witness, Mrs. Kelly, was in 
the room at the time the gift was made. 
Donnelly was the undertaker who 
buried Mrs. McKenna, and after the 
funeral Mrs. Wilson gave him the note, tell- 
ing him to go to the Sisters and get the money, 
take out of it the amount of his bill and return 
her the balance. Donnelly took the note to 
Father Walsh, who was the administrator of 
Mrs. McKenna’s estate, and he said it would 
have to be administered on as a part of the 
estate. Mrs. Wilson claimed it is an ante 
mortem gift. Judge Valliant said that under 
the circumstances of the glit there should 
have been two witnesses, but there was no 
law or ruling which held that one only could 
not prove the gift, and it might have been 
proved by Mrs. Kelly alone, but he was not 
satisfied with her testimony. She did not con- 
vince him of the gift, and therefore he de- 
cided for the defendants. 

Marion 8. Hodgen filed suit for divorce from 
her husband, Stephen R. Hodgen. The cause 
was desertion. 


An Interesting Death Benefit Case. 


In the case of B. P. Smith and others against 
the Knights of Father Matthew, Judge Fisher 
gave judgment for the defendants.

ernment. It is only a question of how to 
do it with proper care for the rights and 
welfare of the Indian occupants. 


GAMBLING IN 8ST. LOUIS. 

Yesterday’s SUNDAY Post-DisPaTCH con- 
tained an astonishing revelation to the 
good people dt St. Louis who cherished 
the pleasant illusion that there are no es- 
tablished gambling dens in this city. 

With the passage of the Johnson law 
making the keeping of gambling places a 
felony it was believed that a fina) and vic- 
torious conclusion had been reached in the 
bitter fight against the gamblers and their 
corrupt influences. This belief has been 
shattered. The inability of the detective 
force to secure evidence and the ineffect- 
ual measures taken by the police to sup- 
press the vice have emboldened the gam- 
blers to return to their old practices in de- 
fiance of the law. 

What the detectives failed to do the 
Posr-Disrarch has done.“ It has located 
and clearly described, so that there can 
be no mistake as to location, a number of 
gambling dives, in one of which faro is 
openly played. It has frequently called 
attention to poker-rooms run in violation 
of the law by well-known gamblers. The 
men who are conducting the faro estab- 
lishment and the poker-rooms described 
yesterday are known as gamblers and 
keepers of gambling dens to the police. 

The Post-Dispatcu has done its duty 
and proposes to continue to do it in the 
matter of disclosing the facts about gam- 
bling in St. Louis. It remains for the 
police authorities to do their duty. The 
gambling law is not as comprehensive as 
it should be. There are forms of gam- 
bling as bad as faro, poker, keno or other 
gambling games allowed to flourish. This 
is a question for the State Legislature to 
deal with, but what law we have must be 
enforced.

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THE OKLAHOMA BILL. 

The House of Representatives has passed 
the Oklahoma bill by a vote of 148 to 103. 

This victorious close to a long struggle 
in the House marks the first important 
step tothe opening for settlement and 
cultivation of an immense tract of fertile 
land now practically unoccupied, except 
in parts by cattlemen for range purposes. 
It is expected that the bill will pass the 
Senate, and with the signature of the 
President will become a law. The meas- 
ure is framed in such a manner as to pro- 
tect the rights of Indians, a commission 
being provided for to enter into negotia- 
tions with the Indians for the purpose of 
settling all claims to the property. 

Oklahoma Territory, which will be 
created when the bill becomes a law, will 
cover an immense area, including nearly 
one-half of Indian Territory with No 
Man’s Land and probably Greer County, 
Tex. Oklahoma proper and the Cherokee 
strip fall within this boundary. Hereto- 
fore this section has served to give cheap 
ranges to cattle syndicates and to furnish 
a refuge for criminals and desperadoes, 
outside of the jurisdiction of State or 
Federal laws. 

In the settlement of the Territory the 
homestead laws will operate as in other 
public lands and there is a clause allowing 
old soldiers and sailors to secure homes 
without prejudice to their rights and priv- 
jleges as such. 

The measure seems fair and honest on 
its face, and doubtless before its final 
passage all avenues for unworthy schemes 
will be guarded. Its passage and prac- 
tical operation cannot fail to be of ines- 
timable benefit to the entire Southwest 
and particularly to its trade centers.

They 
are entirely free from every speculative 
feature, and if they failto meet the expecta- 
tions of those who founded them there is no 
serious loss, but the poor man or woman who 
pays iniation fees and takes $1 per week from 
hard earned wages expecting to get $1,000 in 
five years for $260 must be the victim of ut- 
terly ignorant or deliberate robbery. There 
is safety only in withdrawing from every al- 

leged beneficial organization that bears the 
semblance of speculation for either officers or 
members, and in resolutely refusing to join 
any such associations. They are either idiotic 
or dishonest, and the only certainty connected 
with them is early and disastrous failure. —

Some Interesting Facts About State Weather 
Service in General aad the Good It Has 
Done—Missouri’s Volunteer Service—The 
Advantages of the Bureau—What the 
Bill Now Pending in the Legislature Asks. 


HE importance of 
I reliablé data con- 
cerning weather and 
of facilities for obtain · 
ing them is a thing 
Which has, during the 
past few years, re- 
5 ceived from the United 
— States Government all 
ab the. recognition it de- 
serves. In the field which it occupies, namely 
the entire country, the United States Signal 
Bervice has done and is now doing good work 
with splendid practical results. But 
while accomplishing all that it 
starts out to the Signal Service 
cannot pay attention to that detail ot the work 
which is really of the utmost importance to 
each commonwealth under the flag. The ex- 
istence of signal services under the special 
patronage ana protection of separate States 
dates back to the year 1677, when the volun- 
teer and private service then operated in the 
State of lowa was legalized by an act of the 
State Legisiature, by which a certain sum of 
money was appropriated, a director appoint- 
ed and the service placed on a sound footing. 
The necessity of State services will be under- 
stood when it is stated that it would be utterly 
impossible for the United States to do the im- 
mense amount of work it does were there an 
observer, say, stationed in every county in 
three-fourths of the States in the Union. 
Numerous States now have these services in 
operation with vastly beneficial results. more 
especially to the farmer and countryman 
and to the shipper in the city. Missouri 
has a weather service, but as yet it is 
only a private affair and the expenses in the 
work have been borne chiefly by 
PROF. r NIPHER 
of the Washington University. In a recent 
paper, written by him, the professor goes into 
the history of State weather bureaus and 
much of the information he furnishes is quite 
interesting. In his paper Prot. Nipher states 
that in the winter of 1877 he entered into cor- 


respondence with gentiemen in various parts 
of the State, which resulted in the organiza- 
tion of a volunteer weather service in Mis- 
souri. Tne number of observers at the 
outeet was about forty, and the ob- 
servations were begun December i, 1877. 

The observers were nearly all furnished 
tested rain gauges, for which they paid the 
cost price; many of them also secured ther- 
mometers, which, however, have never been 
compared withany standard, nor were any 
instructions issued regarding the proper ex- 
posure of these thermometers. Theobject of 
the service was, n to investigate the 
rainfall of the State, andthe work has been 
largely confined to that subject. The 
scope of the subject was thus limited by 
reason ot the fact thatthe director could not 
afford to give the time and means required to 
carry On a more extended work. Neverthe- 
less, most of the observers have made obser- 
vations upon temperature, some using ordi- 
nary thermometers, and others providing 
themselves with Green's or other good in- 


* 


struments. 

At the time of organizing the service, a 
State weather service bad already deen or- 
ganized in lowa, in October, 1875, by Dr. Gus- 
tavus Hinrichs; to whom belongs the honor of 
a the ploneer in State Weather Service 


work. 

In those days the Signal Service was un- 
friendly to State service work. Many ob- 
servers in lowa and Missouri remember the 
ciroular letter of the Chief — Officer, Gen. 
Meyer, dated November 1. 1877, warning them 
that ‘‘no circulars or circular letters relating 
to the taking of observations, the concentra- 
tion of reports, or ia other ways connected or 
seemingly connected with the duties of this 
office, are authorized by it, unless such cir- 
oulars are dated from the office of the Chief 
Signal Officer at Washington, D. C., and are 
authenticated by the signature of the Chief 
Signal Officer or by that of an officer acting 
under his special order in each case, and so 
shown upon the circular.’’ 

The Weatber Services of Iowa and Missouri 


continued to grow notwithstanding, and that, 


of lowa was made a State Service by the Sev- 
enteenth General Assembly in 1877. 

When Gen. Hazen became Chief Signal Offi- 
cor in November, 1880, amore liberal, not to 
say more enlightened, policy was soon mani- 
fest, and the great value of State Weather 
Services was fully recognized. The Signal 
Service now co-operates most heartily with 
them. Since that time many States have fol- 
lowed the example of lowa and Missouri, 
namely: Alabama, Arkansas, Illinois, In- 
diana, Kaneas, Louisiana, Michigan, 
Minnesota — i Nebraska, Ne- 
vada, Now. England, New York, New 
Jersey, Nort) Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Penn 
syivania, uth Carolina, Tennessee and 

exas. Several of these States have made 
adequate appropriations for carrying on this 
work; among these Michigan, Iowa and Ohio 
have done most. 

The present Chief Signal Officer, 

GEN. GREELY, 

has done much to encourage the establishing 
of these State services, although he states in a 
personal letter that he does not feel tiiat the 
National service has any function to perform 
in connection with them save .o give such 
slight aid as may be possible, and to give the 
benefit of its advice when so desired. 

To show bow Valuable the information col- 
lected by a State service may be Prof. Nipher 
cites the following case: In Iowa horticultar- 
ists have found much trouble to grow apple 
trees by reason of the severe winter prom- 
inent horticuiturist imported varteties of 
Russian apples with the statement 
that the climate from which they 
came was Similar to that of lIowa. 
They were widely planted and there was a 
very ngewe negiect of native varieties which 
had, in part succeeded. Dr. Hinrichs made 
an extensive study of 


RUSSIAN CLIMATE 

and showed conclusively that that coun 
had no climate which in any way resemble 
that of Iowa. It is generally believed by 
those interested that this one paper of Dr. 
Hinrichs, comparing the climates of Russia 
and Iowa, was worth, in cash, to the State 
more than the service has cost for ten years. 
The Russian apples were a miserable fallure.

THE ANHEUSER-BUSCH FIRE. 


Partial Destruction of One of the Big Ele- 
-wators at the Brewery. 

Yesterday morning at 8:55 o’clock fire was 
discovered In one of the malt-houses of the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewery Co. The first wasn- 
ing of the danger was given by Mathias 
Stuckel, who saw smoke coming m the top 
of the building. He ran to the main office 
immediately ‘aid gave the alarm from

It was 
builtin the usual manner of heavy lumber 
lapped at the corners and held together with 
heavy iron bolts and rods. Outside of the main 
frame structure had been bulit about a year azo 
a brick shell and covering. Running along 
the eastern side of the buliding were two 
bridges at elevations of fifty and seventy-five 
feet. These were used as a means of com- 
munication between the wrecked house and 


the one across the street. 

The explosion, which did most of the dam- 
age is as yet unexplained. It occurred near 
the north wall, shattering it to pieces and 
throwing it on the root of the depot and crash- 
ing through that destroyed several loaded 
freight cars that were 8 under the roof. 
The explosion was followed by a fresh out- 
break of flames and in an instant the whole 
structure was ablaze. : 

The second alarm was sent in by the Fire 
Department and in spite of the assistance it 
looked for a time as if all ot the immense 
structures on the block were doomed. A hard 
three-hour fight between the Fire Department 
and the flames, but in the end the Depart- 
ment came off victorious, having with greatest 
risk of life and limb confined the fire to the 
building where it originated. Some of the 
outer walls were much cracked and broken, 
but fortunately the east wall, which was near- 
est the next building, remained standing. 

The contents of the building consisted of 
about half malt and halt arley. The 
capacity was 200,000 bushels, and it was nearly 
full, there being about 180,000 bushels in the 
Ding. Nearly all of this is a loss, as it is unfit 
for brewing purposes, and will have to be dis- 
posed of as feed for swine or cattle. 

The estimated value of the contents of 
the building is $171,000. The loss 
on the depot 18 laced at $10,000 on 
the elevator He. 000 and machinery $4,000. The 
insurance is divided between about 200 com- 
panies, with three others holding extra poli- 
cies. The total loss and insarance is placed 
as follows: Loss, $220,000; Insurance, $160,500 
The working of the brewery will be in no way 
interfered with dy the accident, as it has extra 
facilities always at hand for emergercies. 
During the progress of the fire, Charles Jones, 
a conductor on the Sixth Street Car Line, was 
trying to get his car across the bridge over the 
hose, when one of the mules attached to the 
car suddently kicked him in the abdomen, in- 
flicting injuries which — Dea fatal. He 
was taken to the City Hospital.

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THE TRIAL OF THE YORKTOWN IN DELA- 
» WARE BAY TO-MORROW. 


A Complete Description of the New War 
Vessel—Capacity of the Yorktown for 
Naval Service—The Main and Other Bat- 
teries—Big Guns, Their Caliber and Et- 

fectiveness—The Other Cruisers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaton. 

New Tonk, February 4.—The Government 
trial of the gunboat Yorktown is to take place 
to-morrow in the lower part of Delaware Bay. 
The title of ‘‘gunboat,’’ which is the official 
designation of the vessels Yorktown, Concord 
and Bennington, is apt to be misleading, in- 
asmuch as the appellation has been heretofore 
connected with vessels of a very smali ton- 
nage and suitable only for river, harbor and 
coast work. The Yorktown, however. is a 
vessel of 1,700 tons’ displacement, like 
the Concord and Bennington, and is 
guaranteed by her contractors to develop an 
indicated horse power of 8,000. In the case of 
the Concord and Bennington the horse power 
is even greater, being 8,400 for each vessel. 
This 1,700 tons displacement of the new gun- 
boats is only 200 tons less than the displace- 
ment of the third rate sloops of war of Galena, 
Ossipee, Quannebaug, Junietta, Mohican and 
Swatara, vesselsacking only 200 tons to place 
them into the class of second rates. But 
comparing the tonnage of the Yorktown type 
of vessels with cruisers like the Baltimore, 
Charleston, Chicago and Newark, the differ- 
ence is so great as to offer some resson for 
placing the former type in a gunboat class. 
The Baltimore, Charleston, Chicago and Ne- 
wark have respectively a tonnage of 4,413, 
3,730, 4,500 and 4,683. 

THE YORKTOWN. 
The building of the Yorktown, the frst ves- 
sel of her gunboat type, was authorized by an 
act of Congress of date of March 3, 1885, being 
a part of the provisions being put in force to 
buildup a new navy. The eontract was let 
out to Wm. Cramp & Sons of Philadelphia, the 
firm which turned out recently the remark- 
ably swift cruiser Vesuvius. The total cost of 
bulling and machinery as specified by the con- 
tract was placed at $455,000. The kee! of the 


Yorktown was laid in 1887, the contract being 
executed January 3 of that year, and in April 
of 1888 the first of the new gunboats was suc- 
cessfully launched by the contractors. It was 
intended by the board having in charge theac- 
ceptance or nen-acceptance of designs for 
new vessels to build a type of gun-boats which 
should be characterized by great speed, power, 
carry an efficient battery and possess a suffici- 
ently large carrying capacity for coal that 
would render the disposition of the latter 
about the machinery a partial protection to 
those vitals of the ship. The tonnage of the 
gun boats does not permit their carrying a 
very heavy battery, but rather a greater num- 
ber of lesser calibre guns of the type of nee 
ordnance rifles. 
THE YORKTOWN’'S BATTERY. 

The Yorktown’s main battery consists of six 
six-ineh breech loading rifies of the new 
ordance type. Two of these guns are mounted 
on the forcastiec and two on the poop. The 
remaining two are in the waist, one on each 
side of the vessel. These guns bave a range 
ot nearly five miles and a netrative power 
of twelve inches of tron. Penetration being a 
function of velocity it is known that if a cer- 
tain new grade of power is used which has re- 
cently given such excellent results abroad, 
the energy of the projectile from one 
of these six-inch rifles will be 
increased about 75 per cent, thus increasing 
its penetration from twelve inches to about 
fifteen and one-half inches. The guns of the 
Yorktown are all mounted on central pivot 
carriages with three-inch segmental sbields. 
The guns in the waist are placed in sponsons 
which afford an area of Ore of about 70 degrees 
forward and 70 Gegrees abait the beam. The 
two forward guns concentrate their fire at 300 
feet forward the stern and the after guns at 
300 abait the vessel. Inside this 300 feet the 
machine guns can sweep the water 
within five feet of the vessel's side. 
Broadside from the vessel a concentrated fire 
can be directed to close as 100 feet from the 
side from one of the forecasties, one of the 
poop and one of the waist guns together. The 

orktown’s secondary battery consists of 
two 6-pounder rapid fire guns, two 8-pounder 
rapid fire guns, one 1-pounder rapid fre gun, 
two 87-millimeter revolving cannon and two 

atiings. These guns of the secondary bat 
ery will be carried on deck, mounted 
on the rall ia a similar manner as the sec- 
ondary battery is carried on the Trenton or 
fixed on tripod mounts. The vessel has also 
eight torpedo guns or launching tubes, fixed 
ones in the stem and stern and three training 
tubes on each side. Automobile torpedoes 
will be fired from these tubes and there will be 
a complete outiit of boat, spar, torpedo gear 
and charges. Hercrew will number 100 men.

For two 
or three years Mr. Tomfohrde 
pursued the even and prosperous 
tenor of his ways, Dut about three months 
ago he met with a sudden check in his career 
of success. 

One or more miscreants, fearingineither the 
arm of the law nor the punishment that 
comes after death,feloniously and surreptious- 
ly entered his store during the late watches of 
the night, broke open the till, and carried 
off the accumulation of a week. What the 
amount was Mr. Tomfohrde would never dis- 
close, but the pensive shadow that obscured 
the radiance of his countenance for several 
weeks led unprejudiced observers to believe 
that it was by no means trifling. 

A FRIENDLY WARNING. 

Saturday afternoon Mr. Tomfohrde received 
an anonymous note informing him that the 
evildoers who had previously abstracted his 
spare cash would pay him another visit with- 
in twenty-four hours. The druggist’s soul 
rose in arms at this rews; like the war-horse 
he scented the battle from afar off, and rejoiced 
at the prospect of wiping out in blood the in- 


jury poewieney inflicted upon him. His mar- 
tial spirit rebelled against summoning to his 
aid the tried minions of the law, and felt that 
one honest man was more than a match for a 
thousand who bad violated the law of 
God and man. He therefore refrained from 
notifying the police, preferring to rely upon 
the protection of his presumably trusty re- 
volver. This weapon was of most formidable 
dimensions. Ithad been imported from the 
Fatheriand, was of the species known as the 
Gasser and to a casual observer looked like a 
corpulent but dwarfed blunderbuss.

As the entries to several of the most impor- 
tant events at the spring meeting have falien 
off greatly, although the stakes are increased 
in value, it is believed that they are carrying 
out their threat and have induced the Nash- 
ville Club to add seven days and the $5,000 
stake race on Kentucky Derby day inorder to 
crush the Louisville track. Col. Clark, the 
President of the Louisville Ciub. said he did 
not yet know what he would do. 
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LOUISVILLE TURF GOSSIP. 


Sam Bryant and His Great Colt—Miscella- 
neous Turf Matters.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 4.—Proctor Knott 
is out of the Kentucky Derby, and nowitis a 
pretty fight with a doubtful winner, Sam 
Bryant’s declaration that Knott would 
not start is accepted as final 
and calculation and betting all go now to the 
rest. Bryant, of course, swears by Come-to- 
Taw and really believes the colt will win. 
Bryant’s reasons for witbholding Knott are 
that the stake is not large enough to risk his 
crack racer on for the distance. The 3-year- 


olds are not hardened for work atthe early 
date of the race and Bryant feels that he 
would take a chance to lose better stakes 
run later. 0 says he will 
start Knott a Nashville and Lexington but not 
for more than three races in all and these will 
not put him in shape for a mile and a halt 
without more extra work than it will pay to 
ive. 

All this means that Bryant thoroughly be- 
lieves he has the greatest coit on the turf and 
he means to © in some big money this 
season. The fame of winning the Kentucky 
Derby is all very well for millionaires like 
Baldwin and Haggin, but it doesnt count so 
much with comparatively poor men like Bry- 


ant. a 

Come -to-Taw, whom Brvant runs to win the 
Derby here, is by Long Taw, out of Mollie 
Seabrook, and is really a handsome fellow. 
He won his first race last season, 
a three-quarter dash Chicago, 
in 1:20, but later was in- poor 
form till the close of the season, when he won 
two fair races, making three out of eleven 
starts. His second winning was the Kimball 
stakes, three-quarters, at Latonia,in which 
he beat Hindoocrait, Sportsman, Teuton 
Oastaway II., King Regent, Sir Eaward and 
Cassius. Hindoocraft, ridden by Barnes 
was a strong favorite, while King Regent 
and Teuton sold even for second 
choice. But Come-to-Taw won rpg’ 
with Hindoocraft second, a length and a half 
away. The third was the Kentucky Central 
Stakes at Latonia, one mile, in which he 
showed bis heels to King Regent, Nyleptha, 
Sir Edward, Sportsman, Santa Oruz, Mamie 
Fonso, Oastaway II., Monita H:rdy and Cas- 
sius. The track was heavy, and Come - to- Taw 
carried 119 unds. He nad a sharp tussle 
with ne egenut at one point, but won bya 
length and a half in 1:52%, a first-class piece 
of work. Bryant claims, too, thut he has de- 
veloped remarkably during the winter and 
believes what he claims.
